Acting Assistant Surgeon Harrison reports, June 8: 

Period from May 29 to June 8. Sanitary conditions continue 
unchanged, with no report of any quarantinable disease in Yucatan. 

The weather is continuously hot and dry, but mosquitoes are numer- 
ous, though Stegomyia are scarce. 

Vessels dispatched, 8; fumigated, 5; members of crews inspected, 
354; passengers from this port, 72. 

From Laguna, June 4, 3 new cases of j'ellow fever were reported, 
1 more aboard Russian steamship Lemhit and 2 ashore, a Spaniard 
of the light-house service and a Scandinavian recently arrived, mak- 
ing a total from May 18 of 5 cases.
